Neighbors- The Products and People of 
the Queen of the Antilles—Our Trade 
with the Interesting Island. 
Cuba, our near southeastern neigh­ 
bor, writes a Washington correspond­ 
ent of The Cleveland Herald, is at pres­ 
ent of greater importance to the United 
States than any other province, our 
commercial relations with which are 
affected by the new' Spanish treaty. 
Our business with Cuba is nearly twice 
as large— including exports and im­ 
ports—as it is with Spain and all her 
other dependencies together. 
During 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 18S4, the 
total of our imports from Spain and all 
her possessions was $82,732,676, and 
of our exports to 
those 
countries 
£*24.908,482, making an aggregate of 
$107,641,158. 
Our trade vvith Cuba 
was: 
Imports 
$57,181,497, exports 
£10,562,880, a total of 
£67,744,377, 
leaving but 39,896,781 for all other 
Spanish countries. 
Cuba is 
nearly 
800 
miles mug, 
and 
varies 
in width from 
25 to 
130 
miles. 
It 
contains 
45,883 
square 
miles, 
its 
area 
being one- 
eighth greater than that of Ohio, 
and one-fifth less than that of Illinois. 
The climate, tempered by the sea air 
w hich surrounds it, is very salubrious. 
The temperature is rarely'higher than 
90 degrees or lower than 60. 
It has a 
mixed population numbering, accord­ 
ing to the last census 1,521,684. of 
whom about 851,0<>O are males and 
671,000 females. 
Nearly 1,000.000 of 
the people are Spaniards. 
The re­ 
mainder 
comprise 
490,000 colored, 
; 17,(440 Chinese, aud but 11,<4*o white 
foreigners, of whom not more than 
‘ 4,5<4J are Americans —a sin pryingly 
small number considering thecontigu- 
1 itv of the island to the United States 
j and our large trade with its people. 
A movement was recently set on foot 
to promote white immigration from 
Europe, which has been partially suc­ 
cessful, and the white foreign popula­ 
tion is said to be on the increase. 
Cuba has 871 miles of railway and 
2 835 miles of telegraph. 
(lur imports from Cuba are large, 
but our exports to it fall far short of 
what they should be, and would under 
favorable conditions. 
We buy tive- 
sixtha of all that the people of Cuba 
produce, but they buy from other for­ 
eign countries much more than from 
us. 
In a recent report the United 
States commercial agent says in rela­ 
tion to our shipping that if during the 
next four }ears “American tonnage 
continues to decrease and 
English 
steam tonnage to increase at the pres­ 
ent ratio, the American Hag w ill be seen 
only over the American consulate, and 
the chief business of the consular of­ 
fice will be merely to givA certificates j 
of invoices and to draw bills of health 
for British steamers.” 
In regard to 
the discrimination against American 
vessels the agent gives the follow ing 
as an illustration : 
“ An additional 
disadvantage under which American j 
vessels labor when brought into com j 
petition with British vessels comes 
from our method of taking tonnage 
measurement. 
British vessels are j 
measured w ith deductions which are 
not allowed to American vessels. 
I 
will cite as examples two 
British 
steamers which loaded at Sagua this 
year, the Claoden, gross tons 1,971, 
net tons 1,286, and the Leina, gross 
tons 1,732, net tons, 1,141. 
Had they 
been American steamers dues would 
have been collected on the gross ten- I 
nage. 
The difference in these charges, ■ 
at £1 per ton, is considerable, and the j 
British steamers thus secure over ours 
an advantage of about 60 cents per j 
hogshead on their cargoes. ” 
The United States consular agent at 
Cardinas says: 
“The export tonnage : 
in English bottoms is increasing, for I 
the reason that the English vessels are j 
generally steamers 
carrying heavy 
freight and at less rates than Ameri­ 
can vessels can afford to charter for. j 
It may not be inappropriate to suggest 
that, if ever this island becomes an in­ 
tegral portion of the United States, the 1 
impetus which that fact would give to | 
American ship-building would be very 
great. 
All the trade, in such an event, J 
would be coastw ise trade aud in Amer­ 
ican bottoms.” 
Our trade with Cuba for the year 
ended June 30, 18*4, shows a marked ! 
decline from that

States.

single year’s supply of Cuban sugar 
cost us £43 650,429, or a little more 
than 34 cents per pound. 
Besides all 
this sweetness, 
we bought of Cuba 
25,888,734 
gallons 
of molasses for 
which we paid $3,498,902. 
During the 
period of five years referred to, when 
Cuba exported to the United States 
2.797.668 tons of sugar, its aggregate 
export of that staple to all other coun­ 
tries was but 463,742 tons. 
We imported from Cuba last year 
11,703,168 pounds of leaf tobacco, for 
which we paid $5,238,661, and 360,042 
pounds of cigars, 
cigarettes, 
and 
cheroots, worth 
$3,144,191. 
From 
Havana last year about 180,0 0,000 
cigars were exported to all countries. 
The value of cigars sent to New York 
was $2,387,648, San Francisco $291,- 
756, Chicago £174,121, Boston $144,- 
604, and Philadelphia $57,688. 
Next 
to sugar and tobacco, the most con­ 
siderable item of our imports from 
Cuba 
is fruits. 
Last year we paid 
Cuba £467,739 for bananas, £164,956 
for cocoanuts, £30,955 for oranges, 
and £162,389 for other fruits and nuts. 
Aside from these the only articles 
largely imported is wood and bark, 
for dyeing purposes and for use in 
various arts and manufactures.

The First Spiritual Temple. 
In the very heart of the fashionable 
portion of the Hub, in close contiguity 
to the Hotel Vendome, Trinity church 
and Copley square, writes a Boston 
: correspondent of The Sew York Trib­ 
une, a nearly completed new 
ing is attracting the attention of ob­ 
servers. 
Its whole appearance 
is 
extremely odd, as it bears no relent b- 
i lance whatever to a church, museum, 
school house, or place of business. 
It 
is simply unique, although the archi­ 
tecture is said to be of the Roman­ 
esque order. 
It is square, 120 feet in 
height from the sidewalk to the top cl 
the cupola, arni has dormers and ga­ 
bles in the roof. 
The windows are ir­ 
regularly disposed and of different 
sizes, as though they were arranged 
hap-hazard to light apartments at con­ 
venience, without regard to outward 
symmetry. 
The location of the build­ 
ing is at the corner of Exeter and New­ 
bury streets. 
Over the arched en­ 
trance on Exeter street is written 
“ First Spiritual temple” in carved let­ 
ters, intertwined with delicate traces 
of foliage. It is, in fact. the first place 
the Spiritualists have 
ever owned 
where they could publicly practice the 
forms and tenets of their peculiar be­ 
lief. 
Unlike other religious sects of 
the United States, they have been poor 
Iv provided for in this respect; the\ 
have convened in hired halls, or pri­ 
vate 
parlors, or 
wherever it 
bai 
chanced to be in keeping with th> ii 
pecuniary ability. 
Very shortly this 
state of affairs will be changed for the 
Spiritualists of the New England me- 
tropoiis, at least, through the gener­ 
osity of Mr. Marcellus S. Aver, a 
wealthy bachelor 
and 
well-known 
wholesale grocer on State street in this 
city. 
He has been a beliver in Spirit­ 
ualism for many years, but only four 
or live an active exponent of its doc­ 
trines. 
A few months ago he deter­ 
mined to erect a suitable building for 
the use of his fellow-bel ie vers, and the 
magnificence of his gift can be esti­ 
mated when it is stated that it will 
cost when finished $175,000. 
The chief material of toe exterior of 
the temple is light-gray stone, with 
trimmings of dark-red granite. 
A belt 
of exquisite carving runs around the 
building at the top of tho first story, 
an extended vine of flowers and leaves, 
more than a foot broad, and in two 
oval spaces of the red stone, one on 
either side of the entrance, are carved 
symbols of the spiritualistic faith, The 
basement is devoted to a free reading- 
room and library of books written by 
the most noted writers on Spiritualism; 
a Sunday school room capable of seat­ 
ing five hundred persons, offices and 
toilet-rooms. 
Tile main story is one 
grand auditorium, a cheerful bright 
room, with frescoed walls, painted 
windows, an organ, a platform for 
speakers, and opera chairs of the most 
comfortable description. 
Above this 
is a story divided into eight lecture 
halls, janitors’ quarters, a kitchen, etc. 
Still above this is an air-chamber, 
roofed and floored with zinc, where ; 
the rain and wind can sweep through ' 
lattices in the roof and ventilate the j 
whole house by air-ducts that lead into j 
it. 
Every sanitary arrangement of 
the building is as near perfect as can j 
be. 
The furnishings of the great au­ 
ditorium, etc., will be paid for through 
the subscriptions of the Spiritualists of 
Boston and its vicinity, amouutinng to : 
$50,<400. 
When the temple is comple- | 
ted Mr. Ayer will give it to the Work- j 
ing Union of Progressive Spiritualists j 
of Boston. 
He will retain, however*, ! 
certain proprietary rights as to the 
uses that may be made of it. 
He in­ 
tends to have Sunday morning lectures 
given by the more celebrated and tal­ 
ented lectures on Spiritualism, a Sun­ 
day school on Sunday afternoons and 
lectures on Sunday evenings. 
Every 
week day evening there w ill be lec­ 
tures and meetings in the smaller 
halls. 
Mr. Ayer aflirms that there

Five Thousand Slaves Made Free. 
On the 18th of October, .says Tin 
South American Journal, the city of 
Pelotas, Rio Grande do Sui—one of tin 
three most important cities 
of the 
province—formally liberated all the 
slaves within its limits on that date, 
numbering about fire thousand per­ 
sons. 
This 
is tho more remarkable 
since Pelotas is the center of the jerked- 
beef industry, and it was expected 
that tho abolition movement woulc 
meet with strong opposition in th< 
part of Brazil. 
Precautions, however, 
would appear to have been adopted, 
in order to prevent any sudden disturb­ 
ances of industrial activity. 
Our Rio 
contemporary considers the conditions 
illiberal and ungenerous: He observes: 
“The movement in Rio Grande, how­ 
ever, must be distinguished from those 
of Ceara and Amazonas, as it is far less 
liberal and 
unselfish in 
character, 
Nearly all the liberations are being 
granted on conditions of time-service, 
or apprenticeship, which are in great 
part for the period of five years. 
In 
view of the circumstance that an able­ 
bodied slave will pay for himself every 
three years, and of the strong probabil­ 
ity that the institution will be wiped 
out considerably in that time, this con­ 
dition of five vears’ service is ab itol 
cold, hard calculation, which neutral­ 
izes eyery partcle of generous senti­ 
ment in the movement.

The H istoric Pile which tvas Shocked on Satur­ 
day—Reminiscences of Past Ages. 
Within tho Tower of London, that 
I famous pile around whose history elust- 


I ors so much that is of historic interest, 
occurred another of yesterday’s ter­ 
rine explosions which 
startled the 
great metropolis. 
The Tower is tho 
most celebrated fortress in Great Brit­ 
ain, and stands just without the an­ 
cient city walls on the Middlesex bank 
of the Thames and hetw-een the Cus­ 
tom-House and St. Katherine's Docks, 
about two and & quarter miles from 
the palace at which the other explo­ 
sion occurred. 
The scene of the ex­ 
plosion in this structure was in that 
portion known as the “ White Tower” 
and shown in the World's diagram to­ 
day. 
The Tower of London is suppos­ 
ed to have been commenced by Julius 
Caesar, although some writers are of 
the opinion that the venerable pile was 
first begun by William the Conqueror 
in 1078. 
No less an authority, how­ 
ever, than Shakespeare declares it to 
have been commenced by the Reman 
Emperor. 
The Tower of London narrowly es­ 
caped destruction by tire in 1879. 
Ow­ 
ing to the exertions of the Fire Brigade, 
the flames, which severely damaged 
the officers' quarters, wrere subdued 
before 
further mischief was done, 
The Tower had enjoyed a long im­ 
munity from danger of that descrip­ 
tion. 
On October SO, 1841, the great 
armory or storehouse to the east of St. 
Peter’s 
Chapel was burned to the 
ground by a fire caused by the over­ 
heating of the flue of a stove in the 
Round oi Bowyer Tower immediately 
adjoining. 
On this occasion loO.OOO 
stand of small arms were destroyed 
and the Great or White Tower, as well 
as the Jevuel Tower, narrowly escaped. 
The Regalia were saved mainly by the 
agility and courage of a superintend­ 
ent of the Metropolitan Police, Mr. 
Pierse, who squeezing himself through 
a small aperture hastily made by 
crowbars in the iron grating of the 
room in which the jewels were kept, 
handed out the various articles of the 
Regalia, remaining at bis post at the I 
risk of his life until they were all 
rescued. 
The site of the structure covers 
about twelve acres of ground and is 
surrounded by a moat, which for the i 
past forty years has been occupied as 
a garden. 
On the river side is an en- j 
trance called the “'Traitors' Gate.” 
through which distinguished person­ 
ages were conveyed in boats after their 
trial : 
Mot Gate, roisnarrn'd, tbrocsrh which before 
W ent Sydney, Russell, Raleigh, C'ra*m er,More. 
Within the famous structure arc nu­ 
merous buildings, including the Bar­ 
racks, Armory, Jewel-house, White 
Tower, St. Peter's 
Tower, Bloody 
Tower, where Richard III. murdered 
his nephews; the Bowyer Tower, where 
the Duke of Clarence was drowned in a 
butt of Malmsey; the Brick Tower, in 
which Lady Jane Grey was confined; 
the Beauchamp Tower, the prison of 
Anne Boleyn, and numerous other 
buildings. 
In addition to the Tower's 
original use as a fortress, it was the 
residence of the monarchs of England 
down to the time of Elizabeth, and a 
prison for state criminals, and numer­ 
ous are the kings queens, warriors 
and statesmen who have not only been 
imprisoned but murdered within its 
walls. 
The histories of Lady Jane 
Grey, 
Catherine 
Howard, 
Annie 
Boleyn, Sir Walter Raleigh, Lord Wil­ 
liam Russell, the Protector Somerset, 
Sir Thomas More, William Wallace 
and King John of France live in the 
reruemberanee of every historical read­ 
er. 
Queen Elizabeth’s Armory, tilled 
with arms and relics, is located within 
the walls of the White Tower, which 
are fourteen feet thick.

To this Gordon consented, and after a 
j few years had so effectively cowed the 
slave trader that, had the Khedive 
J been as eager to suppress the trade af 
he was to still the indignant voice oi 
I civilization, the negroes would have 
j been permitted to abide at their homes 
i in peace. 
Gordon remained in Southern Egypt, 
with a brief interval, until 1881, a 
large part of the time engaged in an 
effort to suppress a retie]lion against 
the Egyptian 
Government, led by 
Suleiman Zebehr, son of the leading 
slave dealer of the country. 
Soon after Gordon’s return to Eng­ 
land it was announced that an insur­ 
rection had taken place in file Soudan, 
and had assumed formidable propor­ 
tions. 
At the head of this insurrection 
was 
one Mohammed 
Ahmed, also 
known as El Mahdi and the False 
Prophet. 
El Mahdi was a religious 
teacher of the province of Dongola, 
who, by striking eccentricities of man­ 
ner in life, impressed the natives as 
being more than ordinary being.

married into

; tribes, and when about 1880 he de- 
| dared himself to be the redeemer for 
whom Islam had long been looking, 
and whose coming Mohammed had 
foretold, thousands belived him and 
j flocked to his standard. 
He claimed 
I to have been commissioned of Allah 
I to reform Islam, to establish univer­ 
sal religion, and a community of goods 
These appeals stired the hearts of the 
I fanatica natives and the Mahdi soon 
found himself at the head of an army 
! of thousands, backed by whose powers 
and also that 
of the slave dealers 
I whom Gordon had been fighting, he 
I felt safe in levying taxes and peiform- 
! ing other acts which strictly belong 
■ to organized government. 
It soon became necessary for 
the 
Egyptian government to take steps to 
suppress the Mahdi rebellion, every 
armed force sent against him wasde- 
| teated. 
Finally, wiiat was supposed 
I to be an invincible army, uuder eom- 
| maud of Hicks Pasha, a distinguished 
English General, was sent into the re­ 
bellion region in the spring and sum­ 
mer of 1883, but in the following No­ 
vember that, too, was completely de- 
tioyed at El Obeid.

are filled with 50,000 stand of rifles, 
kept in the most perfect order, aud 
beautifully arranged. 
Great events 
have 
transpired 
here.

Richard burst in here before he became 
king, and turning upon Lord Hartings 
denounced him as traitor and gave 
him over to an armed band to bo be­ 
headed on Tower Green. 
In this 
White Tower was imprisoned Maud, 
the third daughter of Earl Fitzwalter, 
that baron who, to avenge the king’s 
treatment of his child, compelled him 
to sign Magna Charta at Ruunymeade. 
Here, in a dungeon compared with 
which the Black Hole at Calcutta 
would be a palatial residence, was im­ 
prisoned Guy, or Guido Fawkes; and 
here was the prison home of the seven 
bishops at whose knees 
even 
the 
soldiers of the guard fell, imploring 
their benediction, while the shore was 
crowded with prostrate spectators ask­ 
ing a blessing. 
Tne persecuted pre­ 
lates were lodged in the Earl of Lei­ 
cester’s Tower, where Heriot 
first 
observed the satellites of Jupiter— 
Sew York World.

of Nicaragua a

inter-oceanic 
canal 
across 
the 
conti­ 
nent and in the republic of Nicaragua, for the 
general benefit of all the Central American re­ 
publics as well as the United States, which 
treaty it is understood the republic of Nicara­ 
gua has ratified; therefore be it 
Resolved, as the judgm entof the senate, That 
in view of the special and im portant interests 
of the United states in conjunction with these 
republics of N icaraguaaad Costa Rica in inter­ 
oceanic transit across the continent now in 
progress of adjustm ent, any invasion of the 
territory of Nicaragua or Costa Rica by the

THEY WANT THE DAM, 


D u rin g th e past few days there 
lias been considerable stir on the 
question of bonding the county of 
Crow W ing to aid in the co n stru c­ 
tion of a dam across the Mississippi 
river at this point, and while there 
is no one 
who understands an y ­ 
th in g a t all about it denies th a t it 
would prove an incalculable benefit 
to B rainerd and the county, there 
are some en cures to the scheme, 
but (here is an overw helm ing sen­ 
tim en t in favor of the dam and of 
bending the county, provided the 
necessary guarantees ar.* given that 
the dam will be built. As an ex­ 
planation to such doubting parties 
as t here may be, we publish iii 
th is issue a letter from Mr. C. F. 
K indred, 
which 
makes the plan 
and in fact th e whole th in g clear. 
The act passed by the recent leg­ 
islature authorizing Crow 
W ing 
county to issue $50,000 iii bonds to 
aid iii constructing a bridge, and 
which act is published in full in 
this issue, is w hat has puzzled m any 
of the voters, as it is know n th a t 
another bridge is not necessary at 
this place, but the state c o n stitu ­ 
tion forbids the voting of bonds to 
aid corporations or companies and 
this is why the project was put 
through in the shape of a “ bridge” 
hill, and only for Hie purpose of 
furthering the project of building 
the dam. 
T he people are willing 
to vote the bonus, and we believe 
they would be willing to vote twice 
the am ount, if they are sure there 
is no robbery or gam e intended, 
but by reading the act it will be 
seen th a t the entre m atter, so far 
as tile co u n ty 's interest is concern­ 
ed, is left entirely nuder the co n ­ 
trol of county commissioners.

An Explanation From Mr. Kindred. 
To the Voters of Crow Wing County: 
Gentlemen: 
8omc 
misapprehension 
having arisen regarding the proposition 
to be submitted to you on the 7th prox. 
to vote $50,000 in bonds to aid in tlie 
construction of a bridge across the Mis­ 
sissippi river at this place, I will say as 
follows by way of explanation of the 
proposition, on behalf of the Brainerd 
Dam and Boom company: 
Tile proposition is designed primarily 
to cover a dam for water power purpos­ 
es and a bridge, hut the fact that the 
constitution of the state forbids the 
granting of special privileges by the leg­ 
islature to private companies aud corpo­ 
rations, would have rendered entirely 
worthless, even if we could have pro­ 
cured its passage, any act authorizing 
the county to vote aid to our company to 
build a dam. 
But the legislature had 
authority and it did authorize tho people 
to vote aid to the construction of a 
bridge, that bridge to be such a bridge as 
the county commissioners agree upon. 
Thus this act leaves it with the commis­ 
sioners to require this bridge to be set 
upon a pier or abutment of solid masonry 
running clear across the river, and suit­ 
ably based upon a solid foundation in 
the bed of the river, and protected above 
and below by suitable structures; or, in 
other words, upon an eightsen or twenty 
fool dam, thereby creating a water pow­ 
er. 
Title b of chapter 32 of tile general 
statutes gives 
the commissioners the 
power to grant to our company the right 
to construct and maintain a dam across 
Hie Mississippi at this place. 
Owing to the inhibition of Hie consti­ 
tution referred to, it was not possible to 
frame a law any more specific than the 
one passed, which leaves the power with 
the county commissioners, if they see fit, 
to appropriate the $50,000 to Hie con­ 
struction of a bridge alone. 
I only wish 
I could have had a legal act passed con­ 
ducive on ail points on both sides, 
though I have no doubt whatever that 
the commissioners will appropriate the 
money if voted, in accordance with the 
generally well understood wish of the 
people, viz., for the construction of a 
dam for a water power and bridge.

INDUSTRIAL RREUITIES. 


The farmers of Burlington township, 
Towanda county. Pennsylvania, are 
suffering from an inroad of fierce and 
destructive rats, that undermine cel­ 
lar floors, and walls, do great damage 
to granaries and barns, are a terror of 
the average cat. and have gone so far 
in some cases as to bite small children 
and attack boys who venture into 
their ha ants. 
Thousands of dollars' 
damage has l>een done by these pests 
this season, aud meetings are to be 
held to devise some means of exter­ 
minating them. 
Beekeepers from other districts of 
Maine complain that it is impossible 
to compete with the Aroostook honey 
producers for premiums. 
Over the 
great areas where timber has been 
burned, 
the 
fire-weed 
flourishes 
throughout July. August, and Septem­ 
ber, while wild raspberry bloom is 
abundant in late June and July, and 
both these plants make a clean, white 
honey. 
As a bee range Aroostook 
can't be excelled.

The Few Pension Buildlnir, Where the Inangn- 
H lion Ball Will Be Held—The Finest Ball- 
Room in the World—An Acre of Floor 
and Riles of Promenade, 
The new pension building, where the 
inauguration ball is to be held, writes 
a \\ ashington correspondent to The 
Arcw York Mail and Express, is rising 
toward tho clouds like the wonderful 
palace of Aladdin, which was built in 
a night, and it promises to be the most 
beautiful of the art structures 
of 
\\ ashington. 
It will be the largest 
brick building in the United States, if 
not in the world. 
It will cover two 
acres of_ ground. 
Its outside 
walls 
will be 75 feet high. 
A roof of iron 
and glass will rise 16 feet above this, 
! and the center will be crowned with a 
great glass dome, the topmost point of 
which will be 144 feet from Hie ground. 
Its style is vitally different from that 
of the other national buildings at 
VV ashington. 
It will consist of a sin­ 
gle range of ofiice-rcoms around a 
great court at the center. 
It is a Ro­

breed a cyclone. 
The signal-service 
bureau is already of vast practical 
benefit. 
In predicting even for a day 
or two a storm, its warning will save 
thousands of dollars to the people. 
When it reaches the point where it 
can accurately predict the coming of 
a cyclone in time for the people to es­ 
cape its fury, it will have done a work 
that w ill command universal respect.

Poisoned Gaudy. 
The Sanitary Bureau of New York 
has been investigating candy-making 
in that city, and during this investi­ 
gation, have ascertained that thirteen 
out of sixty-four wholesale manufac­ 
tories of confectionery use poisonous 
matter in making their goods. 
Chro­ 
mate of lead, chromo yellow, red lead, 
Prussion blue and 
Vermillion w’ere 
employed. 
At one place the manu 
facturers made use of a poisonous 
aniline called fuchsine. 
The inspec­ 
tors say that all tho p'gm cnts used in 
the adulterated candy are very poison­ 
ous, except burnt umber and l'russion 
blue, wnich are more or less injurious. 
This discovery, which is not a new 
thing, would seem to emphasize the 
statements of one of our correspond­ 
ents that there is no sweet so harm­ 
less as honey-sweet. 
A later account 
says that three tons of highly-colored 
candy found to be dangerous to tho 
health of consumers, w’ere seized by j 
the inspectors, and destroyed.—Dr. 
Foote's Health Monthly.

The Dynamiter’s Weapon. 
The wretches who fight their battles 
in secret by murdering unoffending 
! people and destroying the world’s 
architectural treasures have been quick 
to turn the recent discoveries of civili­ 
zation against itself. 
The results ob­ 
tained by the study of explosives in 
the past half century have been re­ 
markable, and have given to tho world 
destructive agencies whose terrible 
powers make gunpowder seem, by 
comparison, almost harmless. Of these, 
j bv far the most important is nitro­ 
glycerine, and this in some form or 
; other, generally composes the fright­ 
ful weapon of the dynamiters, for 
nitro-glycerine is the explosive princi­ 
ple contained in all the various prepa­ 
rations known as dynamite. 
Nitro-Glycerine is in substance glyce­ 
rine treated drop by drop with con­ 
centrated nitric and sulphuric acid. It 
was discovered in 1847 by a student at 
Paris, but was not practically applied, 
I except as a homeopathic remedy for 
headache, till 1864, when Alfred Nobel, 
a Swedish engineer, who had been 
; soaking gunpowder in it for blasting, 
found that it could be exploded by 
detonation. He began its manufacture 
on a largo scale, and to him we owe as 
well the steady improvements that 
have made it, as dynamite, tho safest 
of all explosives. Its power is tremen­ 
dous. 
Pound for pound, it produces 
at least three and a half times as much 
gas and twice as much heat as gun- 
power, and has thirteen times its force, 
while practically the effect is even 
greater, because the explosion of nitro­ 
glycerine is much quicker. 
It does 
not burn readily, and is usually explo­ 
ded with a detonating fuse; but when 
badly prepared, or confined or frozen, 
it is very easily exploded. 
This lia­ 
bility, which has cost many lives, and 
the further fault that it can not long 
oe kept, led Nobel, in 1867, to mix it 
with silicious ashes, or infusorial earth, 
and in this form it is known as dyna­ 
mite or giant powder. Kaoline, tripoli, 
alumina, sugar, alum, burnt clay, and 
a mixture of sawdust and chalk are 
also sometimes used as absorbents; 
but that most frequently employed as 
an infusorial earth found in Germany 
and called kieselguhr. This earth will 
take up three times its weight of nitro­ 
glycerine without becoming more than 
damp to th© touch, and it gives to 
dynamite the appearance of a mass of 
moist brown sugar. 
The great ad­ 
vantage over the pure nitro-glycerine 
is that it can be handled with almost 
entire safety; no ordinary shocks will 
explode it, unless it is confined under 
pressure; it will withstand higher and 
lower temperatures than nitro-glyce­ 
rine will bear, and when ignited in the 
open air will burn slowly. 
But it is 
as easily exploded as nitro-glycerine 
itself by a percussion fuse, and its ex­ 
plosive force is probably as great, 
though on this point there is some con­ 
flict of authorities.

Since his call at the W hite House Mr. Blaine 
lias expressed him self as greatly pleased with 
Mr. Cleveland. 
He thinks tho president meant 
every word he said in his inaugural and that 
he is not to be m oved or shaken in his de­ 
term ination by any political pressure. 
Mr. 
Blaine feels friendly tow ard Cleveland and 
thinks it will be the duty of the R epublicans in 
congress to give him every possible hacking in 
carrying out tho poliov he lias laid down. 
A 
large m ajority of the R epublicans agree w ith 
Mr. Blaine in this. 


E arl G ranville, the B ritish secretary for fo r­ 
eign affairs, recently asked the U nited States 
governm ent to prosecute the persons who p u b ­ 
lished the offer of a rew ard for tho body of the 
prince of Wales, dead or alive. 
T he’B ritish 
secretary rem inded the U nited States that 
G reat B ritain has m ore than once prosecuted 
the enem ies of foreign states for less grave of­ 
fenses than the publication of such an incen­ 
diary and m ischievous offer.

CUBA 


A Few Facts About Onr Near Southeastern 
N eighbors- The Products and People of 
the Queen o f the A ntilles—Our Trade 
w ith the Interesting Island. 
Cuba, our near southeastern neigh­ 
bor, writes a W ashington correspond­ 
ent of The Cleveland Herald, is at pres­ 
ent of greater importance to the United 
States than any other province, our 
commercial relations with which are 
affected by the new Spanish treaty. 
Our business with Cuba is nearly twice 
as large—including exports and im­ 
ports—as it is with Spain and all her 
other dependencies together. 
During 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1884, the 
total of our imports from Spain and all 
her possessions was $82,732,676, and 
of our exports to 
those countries 
$24,908,482, m aking an aggregate of 
$107,641,158. 
Our trade with Cuba 
was: 
Im ports $57,181,497, exports 
$10,562,880, a total of $67,744,377, 
leaving but 39,896,781 for all other 
Spanish countries. 
Cuba is nearly 
800 
miles iong, 
and 
varies in width from 
25 to 
130 
miles. 
It 
contains 
45,883 
square miles, 
its area 
being one- 
eighth greater than that of Ohio, 
and one-fifth less than that of Illinois. 
The climate, tempered by the sea air 
which surrounds it, is very salubrious. 
The tem perature is rarely'higher than 
90 degrees or lower than 60. 
It has a 
mixed population numbering, accord­ 
ing to the lust census 1,521,684, of 
whom about 851,000 are males ami 
671.000 females. 
Nearly 1,000,000 of 
the people are Spaniards. 
The re­ 
mainder 
comprise 490,000 colored, 
17,(MX) Chinese, and but 11,000 white 
foreigners, of whom not more than 
4,500 are Americans—a sui prisingly 
small num ber considering the contigu­ 
ity of the island to the United States 
and our large trade with its people. 
A movement was recently set on foot 
to promote white immigration from 
Europe, which has been partially suc­ 
cessful, and the white foreign popula­ 
tion is said to be on the increase. 
Cuba lias 871 miles of railway and 
2.835 miles of telegraph. 
Our imports from Cuba are large, 
but our exports to it fall far short of 
what they should be, and would under 
favorable conditions. 
We buy five- 
sixths of all that the people of Cuba 
produce, but they buy from other for­ 
eign countries much more than from 
us. 
In a recent report the United 
States commercial agent savs in rela­ 
tion to our shipping that if during the 
next four years “ American tonnage 
continues to decrease and 
English 
steam tonnage to increase at the pres­ 
ent ratio, the American flag w ill be ^een 
only over the American consulate, and 
the chief business of tin* consular of* 
lire will be merely to givf* certificates 
of invoices and to draw bills of health 
for British steam ers.” 
In regard to 
the discrimination against American 
vessels the agent gives the following 
as an illustration : 
**An additional 
disadvantage under which American 
vessels labor when brought into com 
petition with British vessels comes 
from our method of taking tonnage 
measurement. 
British vessels are 
measured w ith deductions which are 
not allowed to American vessels. 
I 
will cite as examples two 
British 
steamers w hich loaded at Sagua this 
year, the Clanden, gross tons 1,971, 
net tons 1,286, and the Leina, gross 
tons 1,732. net tons, 1,141. 
Had they 
been American steamers dues would 
have been collected on the gross trli­ 
nage. 
The difference in these charges, 
at $1 per ton, is considerable, and the 
British steamers thus secure over ours 
an advantage of about 50 cents per 
hogshead on their cargoes.” 
The United States consular agent at 
Cardinas says: 
“The export tonnage 
in English bottoms is increasing, for 
tho reason that the English vessels are 
generally steamers 
carrying heavy 
freight and at less rates than Ameri­ 
can vessels can afford to charter for. 
It may not be inappropriate to suggest 
that, if ever this island becomes an in­ 
tegral portion of the United States, the 
impetus which that fact would give to 
American ship-building would be very 
great. 
All the trade, in such an event, 
would lie coastw ise trade and in Amer­ 
ican bottoms.” 
Our trade with Cuba for the vcar 
ended June 30, 1884, show’s a marked 
decline from that of the previous 
year. 
Our imports were less by $8,- 
363.037 ; and our exports by $6,736,845. 
Tho relative excess of imports over 
exports 
is, 
however, 
considerably 
greater. 
Last year they were nearly 
six times as large and the previous 
year 
less 
than 
four 
times. 
The 
balance of trade against us is made 
more apparant by the fact that during 
the last live years we have imported 
the products of Cuba to the value of 
$328,071,264, while our exports to that 
island have been but $60,478,591. 
It is well known tnat the chief 
products of Cuba are sugar and tobac­ 
co. 
We buy 80 per cent, of the sugar 
exported, and more than 50 per cent, 
of the tobacco. 
During the past live 
years we have received from Cuba 
2.797.668 tons of sugar, more than 5,- 
500,000,000 pounds. 
Last 
year the 
amount was 1,191,233,634 pounds or 
596.000 tons. 
This is about twenty- 
four pounds for each man. woman and 
child in 
tho 
United 
States. 
This 
single year’s supply of Cuban sugar 
cost us $13 650,429, or a little more 
than 3i cents per pound. 
Besides all 
this sweetness, 
we bought of Cuba 
25,888,734 gallons of molasses for 
which we paid $3,498,902. 
During the 
period of five years referred to, when 
Cuba exported to the United States 
2.797.668 tons of sugar, its aggregate 
export of that staple to all other coun­ 
tries was but 463,742 tons. 
We imported from Cuba last year 
11,703,168 pounds of leaf tobacco, for 
which we paid $5,238,661, and 360,042 
pounds of cigars, 
cigarettes, 
and 
cheroots, worth 
$3,144,191. 
From 
Havana last year about 180,0 0,(XX) 
cigars were exported to all countries. 
The value of cigars sent to New York 
was $2,387,648, San Francisco $291,- 
756, Chicago $174,121, Boston $144,- 
604, and Philadelphia $57,688. 
Next 
to sugar and tobacco, the most con­ 
siderable item of our imports from 
Cuba 
is fruits. 
Last year we paid 
Cuba $467,739 for bananas, $164,956 
for coeoanuts, $30,955 for oranges, 
and $162,389 for other fruits and nuts. 
Aside from these the only articles 
largely imported is wood and bark, 
for dyeing purposes and for use in 
various arts and manufactures. 
This 
item last year amounted to $527,638. 
We paid Cuba $30,469 for sponges, 
$9,324 for guano and other fertilizers, 
$15,831 for asphaltum, $7,441 for 68,- 
436 pounds of glycerine, and $2,874 
for fans and perfumery. 
We got back a fraction of the money 
we paid so liberally to the people of 
Cuba by selling them a very general 
assortm ent of our products and manu­ 
factured articles, although uot in such 
quantities as is desirable 
to more 
nearly balance the two sides of the 
ledger. 
We dosed them with patent 
medicines to the tune of $60,755 and 
other drugs worth $37,894. 
They 
paid us $1,788 for 33,740 pounds of 
soap, which they doubtless needed, 
and a good deal more. 
We fed them 
with 152,351 barrels of flour, for which 
they paid us $835,018, and other items 
as follow s: Bread and biscuit, $21,479; 
Indian corn, 176 942 bushels, $116,686; 
meal, 1,416 barrels, $5,419; wheat, 
3,916 bushels, $4,775; 
other bread 
stuffs, $43,217; potatoes 287,469 bush­ 
els, $213,482, peas and beans, 62,659 
bushels, $190,638; onions, 7,424 bush­ 
els, $5,572; 
canned vegetables and 
pickles, 
$22,493; 
bacon 
1,891,415 
pounds, 
$175,727; hams, 
1,945,480 


pounds, $263,964; salt pork 503.653 
pounds, 
$42,957; 
lard, 
18,499,391 
pounds, $1,704,837; 
butter, 
184,956 
pounds, $32,418; cheese, 59,461 pounds, 
113,853: milk, $7,894; codfish, $142,- 
$14; dried and smoked fish, $42,221: 
oysters, $4,503; apples, $14,048; other 
fruits, $24,609. 
They paid us $145.- 
1*24 for cattle; $494 for hogs; $16,05C 
for horses; $4,365 for mules and $1,- 
005 for fowls. 
We sold them 14 loco­ 
motive engines for $93,834; boilers, 
$194,721; wire, $14,382; ear-wheels, 
$34,394, telegraph, telephone, and sci­ 
entific instrum ents, $24,032; machin­ 
ery 
of 
various 
kinds, 
$1,217,196 
plows, $22,244; 
nails, $41,256; stee 
rails, $59,334; satvs aod tools, $50,452: 
scales and balances, $21,509; sewing 
machines, $60,433; miscellaneous rnan- 
ufactuncs of iron and steel, $621,389; 
carriages and horse cars, $77,133, coal, 
$372,462. acids, $19,103; books and 
paper, $87,529; copper, $22,883; cotton 
goods, $37,421; boots and shoes, $23,- 
945; perfumery 
and toys, $61,126; 
cordage, $126,866; glassware, $44,445;

Cuba naturally belongs by virtue of 
its po-ition to the United States. 
It 
would be in some respects a good thing 
for us to have; in other respects it is 
less desirable. 
We are not likely to 
acquire it by conquest, and if we ever 
get it we must do so- by purchase. 
There is agrow ing feeling in favor of 
this, but it is not probable that such a 
transaction will occur in the immedi­ 
ate future. 


The First Spiritual Temple. 
In the very heart of the fashionable 
portion of the Hub, inclose contiguity 
to the Hotel Vendotne, Trinity church 
and Copley square, writes a Boston 
correspondent of The New York Trib­ 
une, a nearly completed new build­ 
ing is attracting the attention of ob­ 
servers. 
Its whole appearance 
is 
extremely odd, as it bears no resemb­ 
lance w hatever to a church, museum, 
school-house, or place of business. 
It 
is simply unique, although the archi­ 
tecture is said to be of the Roman­ 
esque order. 
It is square, 120 feet in 
height from the sidewalk to the top of 
the cupola, and has dormers and ga­ 
bles in the roof. 
The w indows arc ir­ 
regularly disposed and of different 
sizes, as though they were arranged 
hap-hazard to light apartm ents at con­ 
venience, without regard to outward 
symmetry. 
The location of the build­ 
ing is at the corner of Exeter and New­ 
bury streets. 
Over the arched en­ 
trance on Exeter street is written 
“ First Spiritual temple” in carved let­ 
ters, intertwined with delicate traces 
of foliage. It is, in fact, the first place 
the Spiritualists have 
ever owned 
where they could publicly practice the 
forms and tenets of their peculiar be­ 
lief. 
Unlike other religious sects of 
the United States, they have been poor 
ly provided for in this respect; thej 
have convened in hired hails, or pri­ 
vate 
parlors, or wherever it 
ha? 
chanced to be in keeping with theii 
pecuniary ability. 
Very shortly thi* 
state of affairs wd!l be changed for the 
Spiritualists of the New England me­ 
tropolis, at least, through the gener­ 
osity of Mr. Alarcell us S. Aver, a 
wealthy bachelor 
and 
well-known 
wholesale grocer on State street in this 
city. 
He has been a bellver in Spirit­ 
ualism for many years, but only four 
or five an active exponent of its doc­ 
trines. 
A few months ago he deter­ 
mined to erect a suitable building for 
the use of his fellow-believers, and the 
magnificence of bis gift can be esti­ 
mated when it is stated that it will 
cost w hen finished $175,000. 
The chief material of the exterior of 
the temple is light-gray stone, with 
trimmings of dark-red granite. 
A belt 
of exquisite carving runs around the 
building at the top of the first story, 
an extended vine of flowers and leaves, 
more than a foot broad, and in tw’o 
oval spaces of the red stone, one on 
either side of the entrance, are carved 
symbols of the spiritualistic taith. The 
basement is devoted to a free reading- 
room and library of books written by 
the most noted writers on Spiritualism; 
a Sunday school room capable of seat­ 
ing live hundred persons, offices and 
toiiet-rooms. 
T he main story is one 
grand auditorium, a cheerful bright 
room, writh frescoed walls, painted 
windows, an organ, a platform for 
speakers, and opera chairs of the most 
comfortable description. 
Above this 
is a story divided into eight lecture 
halls, janitors’ quarters, a kitchen, etc. 
Still above this is an air-chamber, 
roofed and floored with zinc, where 
the rain and wind can sweep through 
lattices in the roof and ventilate the 
w hole house by air-ductsthat lead into 
it. 
Every sanitary arrangem ent of 
the building is as near perfect as can 
be. 
The furnishings of the great au­ 
ditorium, etc., will be paid for through 
the subscriptions of the Spiritualists of 
Boston and its vicinity, amouutinng to 
$50,000. 
When the temple is comple­ 
ted Mr. Ayer will give it to the W ork­ 
ing Union of Progressive Spiritualists 
of Boston. 
He will retain, however, 
certain proprietary rights as to the 
uses that may bo made of it. 
He in­ 
tends to have Sunday morning lectures 
given by the more celebrated and tal­ 
ented lectures on Spiritualism, a Sun­ 
day school on Sunday afternoons and 
lectures on Sunday evenings. 
Every 
week day evening there will be lec­ 
tures and meetings in the smaller 
halls. 
Mr. Ayer affirms that there 
are 
millions 
of 
Spiritualists 
iu 
this 
country 
who 
have 
openly 
professed 
themselves 
to 
bo 
st 
or have made a partial confession to 
that effect, and, with the example he 
has set for them, he thinks other tem ­ 
ples w’ill be inaugurated wherein they 
may w’orship according to their faith. 


Five Thousand Slaves Made Free. 
On the 18th of October, .says T/u 
South American Journal, the city of 
Pelotas, Kio Grande do Sul—one of the 
three most im portant cities 
of the 
province—formally liberated all the 
slaves within its limits on that date, 
numbering about live thousand per­ 
sons. 
This 
is the more remarkable 
since Pelotas is the center of the jerked- 
beef industry’, and it was expected 
that tho abolition movement woulc 
meet with strong opposition in the 
part of Brazil. 
Precautions, however, 
would appear to have been adopted, 
in order to prevent any sudden disturb­ 
ances of industrial activity. 
Our liio 
contemporary considers the conditions 
illiberal and ungenerous: He observes: 
“ The movement in Rio Grande, how­ 
ever, must be distinguished from those 
of Ceara and Amazonas, as it is far less 
liberal and 
unseliish in 
character, 
Nearly all the liberations are being 
granted on conditions of time-service, 
or apprenticeship, which are in great 
part for the period of live years. 
Ic 
view of the circumstance that an able- 
bodied slave will pay for himself every 
three years, and of the strong probabil­ 
ity that the institution will be wiped 
out considerably in that time, this con­ 
dition of live years' service is a bit ol 
cold, hard calculation, which neutral­ 
izes eyery’ partcle of generous senti­ 
ment in the movement.

* Hard 
and shrewd as 
are the conditions 
exacted by the slaveholders of Ric 
Grande, it is the better policy, per 
haps, to let them pass without criti 
cism. 
The one great result attained is 
a fixed limit upon the duration of slav 
erv in that province—a result which 
can uot be valued too highly at this 
time.

resided. 
He is the possessor of a rtioderate 
fortune. 
The regard in which Mr. Phelps is 
held by his professional brethren is attested by 
tho fact that he has been president of tlis New 
England I^iw association aud is now, or lately 
was, president of the National Law association, 
-Tind is now professor of law at Yale col.ege. 
Mr. Phelps has also been president of tho New 
E ngland *ociety. 
It addition to being an em i­ 
nent lawyer, Mr. Phelps is said to be a man 
of splendid attainm ents aud scholarship, and 
possesses one of tbs most extensive and valu­ 
able libraries iu New England. Mr. Phelps has 
always been a consistent Dem ocrat in poli­ 
tics, aud although he never held public offi •© 
he was a candidate of his partv for governor 
and United States senator.

H enry B. Sand* and George F. Shrady, who 
were present, m ade a thorough exam ination of 
the general s throat with a view of discussing 
the expediency of a surgical operation for the 
removal of tfie growth. 
Such a m easure would 
involve the divieiou of tho lower jaw in the 
m edian line, the extirpation of the entire tongue 
and the g reater p art of the soft 
palate, to­ 
gether with the rem oval of tho ulcerated 
and infiltrated fauces and indurated glan- 
(iUlar structure* uuder the right angle of 
the lower jaw 
T his was considered m echan­ 
ically possible, despite tfie close proxim ity 
and probable involvem ent of timmes adjoining 
tfie largo arteries and veins in the neighbor­ 
hood of the ulceration; b ut in the best interests 
of the distinguished patient the surgeons did 
not feel inclined to recom mend tho procedure. 
Even by such moans there could be no guaran­ 
tee. in view of the extensive surrounding in­ 
filtration, that the lim its of the disease would 
bo reached w ithout im m ediate risk to the life 
Ly a severe shock to the constitution already 
m uch enfeebled. 
His vital pow er is so low 
that 
for 
the 
present, 
at least, 
no kind 
of 
operation 
will 
be 
undertaken. 
The 
ulceration on the side of the tongue has not 
progressed far enough to produce the usual 
intolerable pain reported with that condition; 
but should the latter sym ptom s appear it may 
lie advised to divide the gustatory nerve. The 
general tone of the patient’s system rem ains 
about the same as at iastieport*, notw ithstand­ 
ing he has suffered m uch from insomnia. The 
latter, within the last day or two, has been kept 
under control Lv suitable anodynes. 
T here is 
no pain in swallowing, and sufficient food i* 
taken with reasonable relish.

The life of the patient, from the first 
appearance of the disease, varies in accordance 
with the estim ates of different oliservers from 
five to thirteen m onths, the average being sev­ 
en month* 
Death ensues first from generali­ 
zation ol t he disease; secondly, from the in ­ 
halation of p u trid emanation's, which resu lt 
from ^decomposition of the products of the ul­ 
cerated surface; third, from starvation through 
the pr< s-u re of infiltrated lym phatic glanu* 
and surrounding parts upon the o-i-ophagus, 
thereby interfering 
with deglutiti u ; 
and 
lastly 
from 
hem orrhage 
proceeding 
from 
ulcerated 
lingual 
artem -s 
or 
vese-lg of the neck. 
The duration of the life 
of those who survive au operation averages 
nineteen month*. 
Nut only does operative in­ 
terference prolong life and relieve suffering, 
1 at it egfect* a cure in 14 per cen t of all ca^e*. 
In obUMiniig tliese result* it m ast be rem em ­ 
bered that the ineia:on of fl.e tongue is attend­ 
ed with a m ortality of 23 p e rc e n t, the p rin ­ 
cipal dangers being the snock, hem orrhage, 
Ofdima of the glottis, septic lung affection*, 
picaram one, or erysipela#—iuoi« ot which risks 
cun be avoided by taking careful precaution* 
during the operation and by perfecting antisep­ 
tic m easures during and after the procedure. 
When m addition to dteoaae of tho tongue it- 
w if, the palate ami tonsils are involved, and 
prognosis :s far m ere grave— w hether the dis- 
eaae shall be perm itted to pursue an unaided 
course or w hether it shall be *ubjected to the 
knife. 
In the latter event not only wiil the 
tongue have to be extirpated, but disease of 
the palate and tonsil* have to be reached. 
So 
far as we can Irntrn, there is no exam ple of the 
perform ance or a double operation on record, 
and it is, in our opinion, not justifiable.

A D ouble T raged y In St. P aul. 


On the afternoon of the 18th im*t, H arvey W. 
Kellogg, late proprietor of the Buckeye res­ 
taurant, No. 151 Ea#t Seventh street St. Paul 
(an establishm ent th at failed two weeks before,) 
left hi* familv in their room* over the restaurant, 
ostensibly to go to Mmm-apoli* to get work. 
’Uil* wa* the last seen of him by his family. 
H is dead body was found lying "by the dead 
body of Mrst D 
B. B arrette, m ihe latter a 
apartm ents at No. 814 East Seventh street, over 
Anderson and Co.'s saloon. 
The theory fo r­ 
m ulated is that Kellogg killed the woman and 
then made way with himself. 
Years ago H. W. Kellogg wa* a m erchant in 
Knapp, Wi& 
He came to S t B aal frequently, 
and on one of hi* trip s here m et an old Wis­ 
consin friend, Mrs. D. B. B arrette, the wife of 
a noted gam bler—Dave B arrette—from whom 
she bad sep arated 
Mrs. 
B arrette was 
in 
needy circum stances, and Kellogg befriended 
her. 
Som ething over a year ago Kellogg came to 
S t Paul with hi* fam ily, opened the Buckeye 
restaurant, m ade some "money, lost it ail, and 
a short tim e ago failed in business. 
He was 
infatuated With Mrs. B arrette, and would haunt 
her room s continually. 
Recently she called 
on Dr. W estlake and told him that Kellogg had 
threat- ned to kill her and then shoot lumself. 
Mrs. B arrette was shot in the right tem ple,and 
so was Mr. Kellogg, there not being over an inch 
differenc eiu the relative location of the wounds 
uj on each 
Death m ust have been instan­ 
taneous. 
Mrs. B arrette wa* dressed in a loose 
M other H ubbard gown and Kellogg 
clothed 
ju st as he came in from off the stre e t 
Kellogg 
was forty-five years old, and had a family con­ 
sisting of a wife and five children—one a son, 
tw euty-one years old, living at Knapp, Wis. 
He was not exactly sound in m inu, was trou­ 
bled w ith insom nia and m elancholia, and had 
m ade threats to kill this woman. 
As yet, no 
one knows if he was ever crim inally intim ate 
with her. 
Mrs. B arrette 
came to S t Paul 
from La Crosse. 
She was about forty years 
old, and her m other ia at Neills ville, Wis. 
H er husband was a painter by trade, but has 
bein living away from S t Paul for some tim a

In the executive session of the senate the in­ 
unction of secrecy was removed from the fol- 
wing resolution introduced by E dm unds and 
agreed to by the senate: 
W hereas, The senate of the United States has 
learned th at tne governm ent of the republic of 
G uatem ala has on foot, or threatens to set on 
foot, au invasion of tho territories of the re­ 
publics of Nicaragua, Costa Rica and San Sal­ 
vador, w ith the professed object of consolidat­ 
ing into one government* the republic of Cen­ 
tral Am erica by force of arm* aud against the 
wishes of several republic* concerned; and, 
w hereas there is ponding between the United 
States and the 
republic 
of N icaragua a 
treaty 
for 
the 
construction 
of 
an 
inter-oceanic 
canal 
across 
the 
conti­ 
nent and in the republic of N icaragua, for the 
general benefit of all the Central American re­ 
publics as well as the U nited States, which 
treaty it is understood the republio of N icara­ 
gua lias ratified; therefore be it 
Resolved, as the judgrnentof the senate, That 
in view of the special aud im portant interests 
of the United states in conjunction with these 
republic* of N icaraguaand Coeta R ica in inter- 
oceanic tran sit across the continent now in 
progress of adjustm ent, any invasion of the 
territory of N icaragua or Costa Rica by the 
force* of G uatem ala under the circum stance* 
and with the purposes before stated, is regard­ 
ed by tho senate and ought to be treated by 
the United States an act of unfriendly and hos­ 
tile interference w ith the rights of the United 
States and of the republics of N icaragua aud 
Costa Rica in respect to the said m atter. 


The H istoric Pile which was Shocked on Satur­ 
day— ReminlBcences of Fast Ages. 
Within tho Tower of London, that 
famous pilo around whose history clust­ 
ers so much that is of historic interest, 
occurred another of yesterday’s ter­ 
rific explosions which startled the 
great metropolis. 
The Tower is tho 
most celebrated fortress in Great Brit­ 
ain, and stands just without the an­ 
cient city walls on the Middlesex bank 
of the Thames and between the Cus­ 
tom-House and St. Katherine’s Docks, 
about two and & quarter miles from 
the palace at which the other explo­ 
sion occurred. 
The scene of the ex­ 
plosion in this structure was in that 
portion known as the “ White Tower” 
and shown in the World's diagram to- 
lay. The Tower of London is suppos­ 
ed to have been commenced by Julius 
Caesar, although some writers are of 
the opinion that the venerable pile was 
first begun by William the Conqueror 
in 1078. 
No less an authority, how­ 
ever, than Shakespeare declares it to 
have been commenced by the Reman 
Emperor. 
Tho Tower of London narrowly es­ 
caped destruction by tire in 1879. 
Ow’- 
ing to the exertions of the Fire Brigade, 
the flames, which severely damaged 
the officers’ quarters, w’ere subdued 
before 
further mischief was done. 
The Tower had enjoyed a long im­ 
munity from danger of that descrip­ 
tion. 
On October 30, 1841, the great 
armory or storehouse to the east of St. 
P eter’s 
Chapel was burned to the 
ground by a lire caused by the over­ 
heating of the flue of a stove in the 
Round oi Bowyer Tower immediately 
adjoining. 
On this occasion 150,000 
stand of small arms were destroyed 
and the Great or White Tower, as well 
as the Je\u«d Tower, narrowly escaped. 
The Regana were saved mainly by the 
agility and courage of a superintend­ 
ent of tho Metropolitan Police, Mr. 
Pierse, who squeezing himself through 
a small aperture hastily made by 
crowbars in the iron grating of the 
room in which the jewels were kept, 
handed out the various articles of the 
Regalia, remaining at his post at the 
risk of his life until they were all 
rescued. 
The site of the structure covers 
about twelve acres of ground and is 
surrounded by a moat, which for tho 
past forty years has been occupied as 
a garden. 
On the river side is an en­ 
trance called the “ Traitors’ Gate.” 
through which distinguished person­ 
ages were conveyed in boats after their 
trial : 
Mat Gate, niisnarncd. tbronjrh which before 
W ent Sydney, Russell, Raleigh, Cranm er.M ore. 
Within the famous structure are nu­ 
merous buildings, including the Bar­ 
racks, Armory, Jewel-house, White 
Tower, St. Peter’s 
Tower, Bloody 
Tower, where Richard III. murdered 
his nephews: the Bowyer Tower, where 
the Duke of Clarence was drowned in a 
butt of Malmsey; the Brick Tower, in 
which Lady Jane Grey was confined; 
the Beauchamp Tower, the prison of 
Anne Boleyn, and numerous other 
buildings. 
In addition to the Tower’s 
original use as a fortress, it was the 
residence of the monarehs of England 
down to the time of Elizabeth, aud a 
prison for state criminals, and num er­ 
ous are the kings, queens, warriors 
and statesmen who have not only been 
imprisoned but murdered within its 
walls. 
The histories of Lady Jane 
Grey, 
Catherine 
Howard. 
Annie 
Boleyn, Sir W alter Raleigh, Lord Wil­ 
liam Russell, the Protector Somerset, 
Sir Thomas More, William Wallace 
and King John of France live in the 
rememberance of every historical read­ 
er. 
Queen Elizabeth's Armory, filled 
with arms arid relics, is located within 
the walls of the White Tower, which 
are fourteen feet thick. 
The room in 
which Sir W alter Raleigh was immured 
is here shown; he was contined three 
different times in the Tower, and here 
his son Carew was born. 
Lion Tower, 
on the right, was for 600 years the 
royal menagerie; the few animals re­ 
maining were removed to the Zoologi­ 
cal Gardens in the reign of William IV. 
The jewel-house known as the Wake­ 
field Tower, which has apparently es­ 
caped injury, contains all the crown- 
jewels of England; they are enclosed 
in an immense case. Prominent among 
them is the crown made for the coro­ 
nation of Queen Victoria, at an ex­ 
pense of about $600,000. 
Among the 
profusion of diamonds is the large 
ruby worn by the Black Prince; the 
crow’n made for the coronation of 
Charles II.; the crown of the Prince of 
Wales and that of the late Prince Con­ 
sort; crown made for the coronation 
of the Queen of Jam es II., also her 
ivory sceptre. 
The coronation spoon, 
and bracelets, royal spurs, swords of 
Mercy and Justice, are among the 
other jewels. 
Here, too, is the silver- 
gilt baptismal font, in which i? deposi­ 
ted the christening w ater for the royal 
children, and the celebrated Koh-i- 
noor diamond, the present property of 
Queen 
Victoria, and the object of 
great interest at the great exhibition 
in Hyde Park in 1851. It formerly be­ 
longed to Runjeet 8ingh, chief Lahore, 
and was called the “ Mountain 
of 
Light.” 
The oldest portion of the Tower is 
the isolated square, keep or donjon in 
the centre, called the White Tower, 
built by William the Conqueror in 
1078, the architect being Bishop Gun- 
dolph.of Rochester. 
This, as stated, 
was the scene of the explosion and 
wreck. 
The structure was refaced and 
the windows modernized by Wren, but 
its interior remains pretty much as 
originally constructed. 
A winding 
stairway at the corner, at the foot of 
which the m urdered princes 
were 
found, leads to the Chapel of St. John, 
long used, as well as other chambers, 
as a place of deposit for records, but 
now removed. 
It is one of the best 
preserved of and oldest specimens of 
of early Norman style in Britain, plain 
and massive piers supporting round 
arches and a barrel vault. 
The east 
end is an apse, and round it and the 
aisles 
runs a 
triforium gallery, in 
which the royal family may have heard 
mass. 
The banqueting hall and Coun­ 
cil chamber adjoining have Hat timber 
roofs supported on stout joists. 
They 
are filled with 50,000 stand of rifles, 
kept in the most perfect order, and 
beautifully arranged. 
Great events 
have 
transpired 
here. 
Crookback 
Richard hurst in here before he became 
king, and turning upon Lord Hartings 
denounced him as traitor and gave 
him over to an armed band to bo be­ 
headed on Tower Green. 
In this 
White Tower was imprisoned Maud, 
the third daughter of Karl Fitzwalter, 
that baron who, to avenge the king’s 
treatm ent of his child, compelled him 
to sign Magna Charta at Ruunymeade. 
Here, in a dungeon compared with 
which the Black Hole at Calcutta 
would be a palatial residence, was im­ 
prisoned Guy, or Guido Fawkes; and 
here was the prison home of the seven 
bishops at whose knees even 
the 
soldiers of the guard fell, imploring 
their benediction, while the shore was 
crowded with prostrate spectators ask­ 
ing a blessing. 
Tne persecuted pre­ 
lates were lodged in the Earl of Lei­ 
cester’s Tower, where Heriot 
first 
observed the satellites of Jupiter— 
New York World. 


Khedive, for the purpose, as he de­ 
clared, of civilizing the natives and 
establishing a trade with Equatorial 
Africa, annexed that portion of Africa 
between Gondokora and 
the lake 
sources south of the Nile river, and 
appointed Sir Samuel Baker Gover­ 
nor. 
In the meantime traders who 
had gone to that region in search of 
ivory and other articles of commerce 
found slave dealing much more pro­ 
fitable. 
They gave it their sole atten­ 
tion and in the course of a few years 
had become so powerful that they 
were able with their large force of 
armed kidnapers to defy the govern­ 
ment. Baker endeavored to deal with 
them, but could do nothing, and in 
1873 Chinese Gordon was requested by 
the Khedive to undertake the work. 
To this Gordon consented, and after a 
few year* had so effectively cowed the 
slave trader that, had the Khedive 
been as eager to suppress the trade as 
he was to still the indignant voice ol 
civilization, the negroes would have 
been permitted to abide at their homes 
in peace. 
Gordon remained in Southern Egypt, 
with a brief interval, until 1881, a 
large part of the time engaged in an 
effort to suppress a rebellion against 
the Egyptian 
Government, led by 
Suleiman Zebehr, son of the leading 
slave dealer of the country. 
Soon after Gordon's return to Eng­ 
land it was announced that an insur­ 
rection had taken place in fhe Soudan, 
and had assumed formidable propor­ 
tions. 
At the head of this insurrection 
was one Mohammed 
Ahmed, also 
known as El Mahdi and the False 
Prophet. 
El Mahdi was a religious 
teacher of the province of Dongola, 
who, by striking eccentricities of man­ 
ner in life, impressed the natives as 
being more than ordinary being. 
As 
his importance and influence increased 
he 
m arried into 
the 
surrounding 
tribes, and when about 188)) he de­ 
clared himself to be the redeem er for 
whom Islam had long been looking, 
and whose coming Mohammed had 
foretold, thousands belived him and 
flocked to his standard. 
He claimed 
to have been commissioned of Allah 
to reform Islam, to establish univer­ 
sal religion, and a community of goods 
These appeals stired the hearts of the 
fanatica natives and the Mahdi soon 
found himself at the head of an army 
of thousands, backed by whose power, 
and also that 
of the slave dealers 
whom Gordon had been lighting, he 
felt safe iu levying taxes and pel form­ 
ing other acts which strictly belong 
to organized government. 
It soon became necessary for 
the 
Egyptian government to take steps to 
suppress the Mahdi rebellion, every 
armed force sent against him was de­ 
feated. 
Finally, what was supposed 
to be an invincible army, under com­ 
mand of Hicks Pasha, a distinguished 
English General, was sent into the re­ 
bellion region in the spring and sum­ 
mer of 1883, but in the following No­ 
vember that, too, was completely de- 
tioyed at El Obeid.

INDUSTRIAL BREVITIES, 


The farm ers of Burlington township, 
Towanda county, Pennsylvania, are 
suffering from an inroad of tierce and 
destructive rats, that undermine cel­ 
lar floors, and walls, do great damage 
to granaries and barns, are a terror of 
the average cat, and have gone so far 
in some cases as to bite small children 
and attack boys who venture into 
their haunts. 
Thousands of dollars' 
damage has been done by these pests 
this season, and meetings are to be 
held to devise some means of exter­ 
m inating them. 
Beekeepers from other districts of 
Maine com plain that it is impossible 
to compete with the Aroostook honey 
producers for premiums. 
Over the 
great areas where timber has been 
burned, 
the 
tire-weed 
flourishes 
throughout July, August, and Septem­ 
ber, while wild raspberry bloom is 
abuhdaut in late June and July, and 
both these plants make a clean, white 
honey. 
As a bee range Aroostook 
can 't be excelled. 
An exchange wisely says that rocky 
forest land had better be kept in wood- 
until the rest of the farm is in tl. 
highest possible state of cultivation. 
There are millions of acres of poor 
land, partly cultivated, that ought 
never to have been cleared off. 
Of 
that which is plowed, not one acre of 
one thousand is made to produce half 
as much as it would produce if thor­ 
oughly tilled and wisely fertilized. 
Boots made of coarse felted wool arc 
now much worn by lumbermen and 
city team sters during the winter, and 
they would appear to be admirably 
adapted to the wants of farmers. 
A 
wool boot is not “ a thing of beauty,” 
but it is productive of comfort and 
conducive to health. 
As these boots 
do not shed water, the lower portion 
of them are protected by rubber. 
A forestry departm ent has been at 
work in southern Australia for eight 
years and there are now living over 
741.000 trees planted by it. 
Great 
numbers of saplings have been cared 
for also, and it is claimed that in all 
1.344.000 trees have been added to the 
forests. 
The region is very dry, and a 
change of climate is hoped for in time. 
Corn is succeeding remarkably well in 
the Argentine republic, and now gives 
promise of becoming the leading crop 
to raise for export. 
Most of the sur­ 
plus goes to France. 
W ith plenty of 
corn, the country will be likely to be 
exporting fat beeves, sheep, and pigs 
at no distant day. 
No accounts have been received this 
winter of losses of cattle in conse­ 
quence of eating corn smut. 
Possibly 
the season was unfavorable to develop­ 
ing this fungus, but more likely farm ­ 
ers have exercised more caution in 
keeping it out of the reach of of their 
cattle. 
A w riter in a London paper claims 
tliat better self-binding harvesters are 
now n: ,d c in England than in this 
country, and that they are sold for 
half the price charged for similar ar­ 
ticles here. 
Our tariff evidently does 
not protect the industry of grain pro­ 
duction. 
The secretary of the N ebraska State 
H orticultural society reports the fruit 
crop last year very good. 
The yield 
of fall and w inter apples was largeh 
in excess both in quantity and quality 
of any previous year’s production. 
The exports of frozen m utton from 
New Zealand to Great Britain this 
year will, it is expected, amount to 
m ore than half a million sheep, al­ 
though the freight charges are 
yet 
very high. 
The season has been so unfavorable 
in most portions of Australia that few 
new sellers are arriving. 
The loss of 
cattle and sheep on account of the 
scarcity of w ater has been very large. 
The culture of peanuts during last 
season was extended 
into 
several 
states 
where 
they had never been 
r a i l e d b e f o r e .

Train Robberies. 
W ithin three years, three railroaa 
trains have been robbed in Arkansaw. 
The gentlemen in the lirst exploit are 
now in the penitent iary. 
The gentle­ 
men of the second fell from an inse­ 
cure platform , 
became 
implicated 
with ropes and are now sleeping the 
sleep that knows no snore. 
The la.st 
robbery oeeured recently, on the Ar­ 
kansas Valley route. 
As the train 
was nearing Little Rock, 
it 
was 
switched from the main track. 
Just 
about 
that time 
several revolvers 
opened up an anim ated discussion 
The passengers thought this was im­ 
polite. 
They were in a hurry to get 
to town and they couldn’t see why 
they should be compelled to stop and 
listen to a conversation in which none 
of them were concerned; but a few 
moments later they felt a financial in­ 
terest in 
the affair. 
Several men 
boarded the 
train 
and 
rem arked: 
“Those who have no particular use 
for their hands at present will please 
elevate them .” 
Then the passengers 
began to stretch themselves, although 
no one appeared to be sleepy. 
After 
the robbery, 
it 
was astonishing to 
know how much money the passengers 
had lo>t. 
The man who had borrowed 
three dollars and ten cents just before 
the train left Bine Bluff, declared that 
the robbers had relieved him of seven­ 
teen hundred 
and eighty dollars in 
•currency, a draft on a St. Louis bank 
for twenty-live hundred, a large gold 
watch and chain—which being afraid 
to wear he had carried in his valice—a 
gold pencil and a silver cigar holder. 
Another man who had at the supper 
station failed to raise enough money to 
pay for two swamp biscuits, a shoe­ 
m aker beefsteak and a cup of expired 
coffee, lost the extensive capital with 
which he was on his way to open a 
large wholesale diamond house. 
None 
of the passengers had less than four 
hundred dollars in notes and some 
half peck of silver. 
Several of them 
carried 
eighteen 
watches 
apiece* 
When fhe robbers were captured, how­ 
ever, it was shown that only about 
seven hundred 
dollars 
and 
a few 
struggling watches had been taken 
from the passengers. 
This shows how 
excited people 
can become.

Perhaps he 
may have had the opportunity of wit­ 
nessing the actions of others in similar 
circum -tances, and if he is a man of 
observation, lie has stored away the 
information thus acquired, .and will 
bring it out when ever the occasion 
firesents itself. 
Possibly his own dear- 
y bought experience may have pre­ 
pared him for prom t decision in these 
m atters. 
If he is a man of fair edu­ 
cation, he has profited by the perusal 
of the many excellent papers on veteri­ 
nary subjects, which are offered in our 
best Agr ieultural journals. 
Of course 
it is to the prtss that the great body 
of our farm ers must look for this de- 
, sired information, but how happy it 
would be for them if they could enjoy 
Ih e advantages of instruction in Ag­ 
ricultural Zoology. 
It is lamentable, 
that more stress is not laid upon the 
necessity of diffusing this knowledge 
by our Agricultural Colleges not only 
among their own students, but also the 
farm ers in their 
vicinity. 
To 
the 
young men, who intend 
to become 
large stcck-raisers, or to have exten­ 
sive diaries, and even to those who 
are already established, a comae of 
lectures upon the anatomy and func­ 
tions of the digestive, generative, and 
lacteal organs, of the structure of the 
limbs, eves, etc., and especially of the 
horse’s foot, would be most admirable 
and acceptable, especially if with this 
knowledge was 
combined practical 
ustration of how to act under various 
circum stances and in emergencies.—

The New Pension Building, Where the Inaugu­ 
ration Ball Will Be Held—I he Finest Ball- 
Rooin in the World—An Acre of Floor 
and lilies of Promenade. 
The new pension building, where the 
inauguration ball is to be held, w rites 
\V ashington correspondent to The 
New York Mail and Express, is rising 
toward the clouds like the wonderful 
palace of Aladdin, which w*as built in 
a night, and it promises to be the most 
beautiful of the art structures 
of 
W ashington. 
It will be the largest 
brick building in the United States, if 
not in the world. 
It will cover two 
acres of ground. 
Its outside 
walls 
will be 75 feet high. 
A roof of iron 
and glass will rise 16 feet above this, 
and the center will be crowned with a 
great glass dome, the topmost point of 
which will be 144 feet from the ground. 
Its style is vitally different from that 
of the other national buildings at 
Washington. 
It w*ill consist of a sin­ 
gle range of oflice-rcoms around a 
great court at the center. 
It is a Ro­ 
man palace of the middle ages planted 
in the midst of massive structures 
modeled after the temples of Greece 
and early Rome. 
Lying in the heart 
of W ashington, midway between the 
white house and the capitol, it is sep­ 
arated from the gloomy Greek struct­ 
ure known as the city hall by the 
green lawn of Judiciary square." On 
up F street, not more than a stone’s- 
throw off, stands the big interior de­ 
partm ent, with its portico modeled af­ 
ter the Parthenon at Athens, and a 
few steps further on are the dirty Ionic 
columns of the treasury front. 
These 
are all of m arble—heavy, somber, and 
impressive. 
The new pension build­ 
ing will be more pleasing. 
It will be 
light, airy poem in pressed brick of a 
Pompeian red, with a frieze and mold­ 
ing as beautiful as those cut with a 
sculptor’s chisel. 
Gen. Meigs hopes 
to make it the triumph of arhitecture 
in brick, and its outer walls, which 
are now completed, look more like 
those of a mammoth art hall than of a 
government departm ent. 
Its hun­ 
dreds of windows are arched writh 
brick moldings of different shapes, in 
each corner are set rod brick columns, 
sym metrically shaped and as smooth 
as polished marble; rows of frieze and 
carving, cast iu this same Pompeian 
red, luu round the buildiug frbm story 
to story, and between the lirst and sec­ 
ond stories there is a wide band of 
frieze in yellow, three feet high and 
twelve hundred feet long, containing 
a continuous panoram a of the differ­ 
ent scenes in array and naval warfare. 
The building grows upon you as you 
approach it, and the beauties of its ex­ 
terior prepare you for the splendor 
within. 
Four great doorways, one on 
each side of the building, lead into it. 
Their arches are carved, and their 
keystones of the heads of ancient god­ 
desses cast in yellow stucco. 
These 
doorways lead to the great central 
court through halls replete with carv­ 
ing, and so wide that the largest wa?- 
on-load of hay could pass thrc 
t 
them without touching. 
A few steps and you reach the grand 
court of the center. 
W hat a room it 
will make for the inaugural hall! 
It 
will be the grandest ball-room the 
world has ever seen. 
Covering almost 
an acre, and accommodating easily on 
its floor at one time nine thousand 
round dancers, or twenty-six hundred 
engaged in square dancing, it will sur­ 
pass those of any time or any country. 
It is 316 feet long and 116 feet wide, 
and a waltz around its outside edge 
will cover about one-eight of a mile. 
It reminds one much of the square of 
St. M ark’s in Venice. 
Around its four 
sides extend wide corridors separated 
from it by many columns, forming a 
sort of an arcade or promenade around 
the entire ball-room in which live 
couples could easily march abreast. 
Ju st above this corridor run two gal­ 
leries, one above the other, with rail­ 
ings as high as your waist, and more 
Ionic and Doric pillars through which 
the promenaders above cau lock down 
on the magnificent scene below, as 
they walk by thousands around the 
galleries. 
The square of St. M ark's at 
Venice has only Jie sky to cover it, 
but this immense court will be covered j 
with glass, framed in iron. 
The pil­ 
lars which will support the roof are i 
already in their places. 
They are mas­ 
sive brick columns, each of the areal 
of a good-sized hall bedroom and con­ 
taining enough brick to build three or­ 
dinary eight-room brick houses. 
They j 
rise from the floor of the court in two 
rows of four each, upward for seventy- 
five feet, when they end in massive 
capitals of iron. 
They will divide the 
ball-room, as it were, into three im- 
wense halls, but the space between j 
the pillars will oe more than the length 
of a lartre city parlor, and a dozen 
couples will not be crushed in passing 
through at the same time. 
These pi I- ! 
lars and the hundreds of columns sur­ 
rounding the co rridors'and galleries ' 
will give the greatest opportunity for I 
the decorator’s art. 
The treasures of 
the navy and war departm ents will fur­ 
nish lilteen hundred flags from ten to 
thirty feet long, and the botanical gar­ 
dens will till the hall with flowers and 
plants, 
in addition to these, different 
estimates have been received tor deco­ 
rating running as high as $10,000, and 
a scries of wonders iu electric lights 
will add to all that bunting, flags, and 
flowers have done for the great balls 
of the past. 
There will bo hundreds of musicians 
in the orchestra, and they will proba­ 
bly be selected from all parts of the 
country. 
The music alone will, it is 
estimated, cost from >‘4,000 to $5,000. 
The supper will probably be furnished 
by Ed Stokes, and the supper-rooms 
will be in the many large, airy rooms 
off of the lower corridor. 
These rooms 
are 
already floored and plastered ; 
they lead from one to the other by 
arched doorways, and will give ample 
space for the feasting of an army. 
Here will also be the cloak-rooms, and 
as their officers, fifty m ail-carriers of 
the city in their regular uniform, as­ 
sisted bv a num ber of ladies. 
There 
will be shaving parlors and bootblack 
stands in other quarters, and more 
ollicers and major domos than you 
will find about the halls of congress. 
Will it bo warm? 
Yes. 
At least its managers think so. 
The glass roof will not be completed 
for nearly a year, 
but an immense 
sheet of canvas is being made to cover 
the top of this great court iu tent-like 
shape, and the four boilers which are 
to furnish the steam to heat the room 
are already built and ready for use. 
It is estimated that it will tako about 
82,000 to put the ball-room in order 
for ►'-•'ting, but this will be completed 
.you, and the tires will be lighted at 
least two weeks before the 4th of 
March. 
The ball tickets will be ready* by 
Feb, 1. 
There will be twelve thou­ 
sand of them, and they will cost 85 
apiece. 
They are being printed at the 
bureauof printing and engraving, and 
will be beautiful enough to frame. 
The ticket is seven inches wide and 
ten inches long, containing medallion 
portraits of Cleveland and Hendricks, 
engraved from photographs selected 
by themselves and accompanied by 
their autographs. 
At the back of each 
medallion is the American flag, and 
below are bunches of palm leaves tied 
with a knot at the center. 
On the top 
right-hand corner is a view of the 
Washington monument and the white 
house, while on the left hand is the 
capitol. 
The inscription reads : 
“ In­ 
auguration Ball, March 4, 1885, Com­ 
memorative of the inauguration of 
Grover Cleveland and Thomas A. Hen­ 
dricks. President and Vice President 
of the United i a tea.” 
The program me of the ball will be 
printed on the latest stylo of ragged- 
edge note-paper, and 
will probably 
have engraved portraits of Cleveland 
and Hendricks on one of its covers, 
and 
a picture of the new pension 
building on the other. 
To it will be 
tied a silyer pencil in the shape of a 
broom, emblematic, I suppose, of the 
clean sweep to be made by the new ad­ 
ministration. 
Cue hundred special 
tickets will be priuted on parchment 
and given to the officers of the ball­ 
room, and another single ticket will be 
made for Grover Cleveland. 
This 
ticket will also be on parchm ent. 
It 
will be framed in silver, and will con­ 


tain the coat-of-arms of all the states 
which voted for Cleveland. 
The ball will cost a great deal, and 
it is a question whether the $60,000 re? 
ceived from the sale of tickets wilj 
cover the expense. 
G rant’s second 
inaugural ball cost $60,000. 
It had a 
ong

John 
Quincy Adams read his own inaugura­ 
tion oath. 
Lincoln read his speech 
from printed manuscript, and H ar­ 
rison, the oldest man ever inaugurated 
president, delivered his address stand­ 
ing on the east front of the capitol 
portico when the therm om eter was 
near zero and the wind was blowing a 
gale. 
One thousand people, it is said, 
listened to the inaugural of W ashing­ 
ton, 20,000 to those of Van Buren and 
Pierce, 50,000 to that of Lincoln, and 
200,000 to that of Garfield. 
G rant was the youngest man ever 
elected presidont. 
He was 47 years 
old at tho time of his inauguration. 
Grover Cleveland comes next at 48, aud 
Frank Pierce follows at 
49. 
Then 
come Garfield, Fillmore and Polk, each 
inaugurated at 50; then Tyler and 
A rthur, both 51 and both vice presi­ 
dents succeeding to tho presidency by 
the death of tiieir chiefs. 
Abraham 
Lincoln was 52 when 
inaugurated, 
Jam es Madison 54, Hayes and Vac 
Buren 55, Andrew Johnson 57, Mon­ 
roe, Jefferson, and J. Q. Adams 58, 
Andrew Jackson 62, Zachary Taylor 
63, John Adams 65, Jam es Buchanan 
66, and William Henrv Harrison 68.

Running Down a Storm. 
About two years ago the signal-ser* 
vice bureau at W ashington notified 
The Constitution that a cyclone—or cer­ 
tainly' a very heavy wind-storm—might 
be expected to pass through Georgia 
within twenty-four hours after the 
notification, on its way from the gull 
to the Atlantic. 
The cyclone did not 
come within the time prescribed. Up­ 
on inquiry, the bureau folks stated 
that they had lost the cyclone some­ 
where in the gulf, but they expected 
it to turn up later. 
It did turn up the 
next day, and it turned up a oretty 
big slice of Georgia 
That was about the nrst dennile at­ 
tem pt in this section to foretell a 
storm. 
It is now a common thing for 
the bureau to notify us that in forty- 
eight hours a cold wave or a storm 
will reach our city. 
The storm signal 
afloat over the custom-house is held to 
be about as reliable as the clock over 
the way on the capitol. 
The business 
of the weather is rapidly becoming one 
of the great sciences. 
For example, 
the observer at Portland, Oregon, re­ 
ports the barometer very much de­ 
pressed at his station. 
There is the 
nucleus of a storm. 
Instantly the 
points around Portland are tested and 
the area and location of the storm thus 
accurately outlined. 
An hour later 
the same points are questioned again. 
Of course the storm lias shifted its 
position, for storms never stand still. 
A line drawn from the initial point ol 
the storm to its second point shows 
the direction in which it is traveling. 
A comparison of the time of the obser­ 
vations shows the speed at which it is 
going. 
These two points settled, the 
people along its path are notified that 
it is coming and when they may ex­ 
pect it. 
This foreknowledge can oe carried 
much further. 
As a m atter of course, 
there are certain conditions that pre­ 
cede a storm. 
These are carefully re­ 
corded. 
By looking over a long series 
of cyclones, for example, and noticing 
the exact changes of atm osphere that 
precede each one, a general principle 
of ante-cyclonic action can bo estab­ 
lished. 
This 
once done, whenever 
these conditions are observed it may 
bo safely predicted that they 
will 
breed a cyclone. 
The signal-servicq 
bureau is already of vast practical 
benefit. 
In predicting even for a day 
or two a storm, its warning will save 
thousands of dollars to the people. 
When it reaches the point where it 
can accurately predict the coming of 
a cyclone in time for the people to es­ 
cape its fury, it w*ill have done a work 
that will command universal respect.

dryness are not requisite for explo­ 
sion, as is the case with gunpowder, 
peculiarly fit it for tho work of secret 
plotters like these who have just made 
such terrible use of it in London. 
Moreover, a certain control can be 
exerted over the quickness of its ac­ 
tion by altering the proportions of its 
ingredients, and the dynam iters have 
evidently been making good use of the 
fact. 
There are indications, too. that 
they have been carefully studying into 
other modern destructive agencies. 
Chloride of nitrogen, for instance, is 
one of the most terrible explosives 
known to chemists, though it decon$- 
E oses itself within a day or two, and 
ypochloric acid is hardly less danger­ 
ous. 
Potassium chlorate is exceed- 
ingly violent, and various attem pts 
have been made to utilize it, though 
not with great success, because of its 
dangerous sensibility to friction and 
heat; and the danger is greater when 
sulphur is used m the compound. 
This sort of m ixtuie is peculiarly well 
adapted to the bombs of the Nihilists, 
and the dynam iters are thought to 
have employed it on occasion; but as 
it involves the handler in personal dan­ 
ger it can never become popular with 
such cowards, and they generally stick 
to tho safer compounds of 
which 
nitro-glycerine forms the base.—St. 
Louis- Qlobe-Democrat. 


Faithful Canine Paper Carriers. 
Sagacious dogs on the line of the 
Naugatuck Railroad serve their mas­ 
ters as news boys. 
They have been 
taught when young to go a consider­ 
able distance from home to the trains 
and linns' papers when thrown out by 
the newsmen or baggage 
masters. 
Their habits have been observed and 
are related by trainm en, who havo 
witnessed them day after day. 
A dog 
owned by Philip McLean, proprietor of 
the Gate House on the Thomaston 
road, goes every m orning from home 
to Inchliff's bridge where the tram 
crosses the river, a distance of one and 
one-half miles, aud carries the morn­ 
ing paper home. 
The paper was form­ 
erly thrown off by the brakeman on 
the last car and there tho dog watched 
for it. 
Lately it has been thrown from 
the baggage car. 
The dog appeared 
angry at the change, barked furiously, 
and waited sullenly for some time be­ 
fore going on his errand. 
Ho has not 
yet become reconciled to the new way 
of delivering his paper. 
Another dog 
owned by Edward Osborne at a farm ­ 
house a mile back from the railroad 
comes regularly to meet the early 
morning paper train below Naugatuck. 
His nose is seen through the board 
fence as the train winds a curve, wait­ 
ing patiently. 
Ho leaves the house 
when he hears the whistle at Beacon 
Falls, and reaches the train in proper 
time without ever getting left. 
During the recent political campaign 
his owner, who had been for a long 
time taking The News, changed to an­ 
other pa^er. 
The keen instintts of 
the sagacious animal soon di>covered 
the change and he at once refused to 
carry the new paper home. 
His mas­ 
ter was unable to coax or drive him. 
New and different papers were experi­ 
mented with to no avail. 
While a 
young dog he was taught to carry The 
News and he firmly persisted. 
The 
late Senator William Brown had a pet 
dog that could readily distinguish the 
whistles of the New-England engines 
from the Naugatuck and New-England 
roads at the ®ame time side by side. 
The faithful dog always found his 
train and ear, and stood in waiting for 
The Hartford Times, which he carried 
home to his m aster for many years. 
There is a dog below Derby, on tho 
Naugatuck road, who has acted as 
family newsboy for several years, car­ 
rying papers from the cars for his en­ 
tire neighborhood.

W hether one or a large bundle 
of them the dog is able to lug them off, 
making good time back.

The Dynamiter’s Weapon. 
The wretches who fight their battles 
in secret by murdering unoffending 
people and destroying the world’s 
architectural treasures have been quick 
to turn the recent discoveries of civili­ 
zation against itself. 
The results ob­ 
tained by the study of explosives in 
the past half century have been re­ 
markable, and have given to the world 
destructive agencies whose 
terrible 
powers make gunpowder seem, by 
comparison, almost harmless. Of these, 
by far the most im portant is nitro­ 
glycerine, and this in some form or 
other, generally composes tho fright­ 
ful w’eapon of the dynamiters, for 
nitro-glycerine is the explosive princi­ 
ple contained in all the various prepa­ 
rations known as dynamite. 
Nitro-Glycerine is in substance glyce­ 
rine treated drop by drop with con­ 
centrated nitric and sulphuric acid. It 
was discovered in 1847 by a student at 
Paris, but w as not practically applied, 
except as a homeopathic remedy for 
headache, till i864, when Alfred Nobel, 
a Swedish engineer, who had been 
soaking gunpowder in it for blasting, 
found that it could be exploded by 
detonation. He began its m anufacture 
on a largo scale, and to him w’e ow*e as 
w*ell the steady improvements that 
have made it, as dynamite, tho safest 
l,ul“ 
1 of all explosives. Its power is tremen- 
,ha;r. st“? ? ." n e?‘! *n<! 
dons.

Poisoned Candy. 
The Sanitary Bureau of New York 
has been investigating candy-making 
in that city, and during this investi­ 
gation, have ascertained that thirteen 
out of sixty-four wholesale m anufac­ 
tories of confectionery use poisonous 
m atter in making their goods. 
Chro- 
mate of lead, chrome yellow, red lead, 
Prussiou blue and 
vermillion were 
employed. 
At one place the manu 
facturers made use 
of a poisonous 
aniline called fuchsine. 
Tho inspec­ 
tors say that all the p'gm ents used in 
the adulterated candy are very poison­ 
ous, except burnt umber and Prussion 
blue, wnieh are more or less injurious. 
This discovery, which is not a new 
thing, would seem to emphasize the 
statem ents of one of our correspond­ 
ents that there is no sweet so harm ­ 
less as honey-sweet. 
A later account 
says that three tons of highly-colored

at least three and a half times as much 
gas and twice as much heat as gun- 
power, and has thirteen times its force, 
while practically the effect is even 
greater, because the explosion of nitro­ 
glycerine is much quicker. 
It does 
not burn readily, and is usually explo­ 
ded with a detonating fuse; but when 
badly prepared, or confined or frozen, 
it is very easily exploded. 
This lia­ 
bility, which has cost many lives, and 
the further fault that it can not 
oe kept, led Nobel, in 1867, to 
with silicious ashes, or infusorial earth, 
and in this form it is known as dyna­ 
mite or giant powder. Kaolino, tripoli, 
alumina, sugar, alum, burnt clay, and 
a mixture of saw'dust and chalk are 
also sometimes used as absorbents; 
but that most frequently employed as 
an infusorial earth found in Germany 
and called kieselguhr. This earth will 
take up throe times its weight of nitro­ 
glycerine without becoming more than 
damp to the touch, and it gives to 
dynamite the appearance of a mass of 
moist brown sugar.

vantage over the pure nitro-glycerine 
is that It can be handled with almost 
entire safety; no ordinary shocks will 
explode it, unless it is confined under 
pressure; it will withstand higher and

the form of popular medicines.

out of ten of these, it is known, contain 
narootics or deadly metallic oxides. The 
difficulty, however, has been to find a 
substitute for such things which would 
bo purely vegetable, and at the same 
time effect a promnt cure. 
That such 
a discovery had been made was an­ 
nounced recently, and Dr. O. Grothe, 
chemist to the 
Brooklyn Board of 
Health, and a graduate of the Univer­ 
sity of Kiel, Germany, publicly certi­ 
fied that he had analyzed the remedy 
and found it free from narcotics, opi­ 
ates or injurious metallic oxides, and a 
harmless and happy combination, which 
will prove highly effective.
